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THE WHEAT URO?’. 
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The latest returns received at the 
agricultural department, show that the 
winter wheat crop, already safely har- 
vested, is the largest. produced in this 
country for many years. The spring 
wheat is also in excellent condition 
and an unprecedented yield is antici 
pated. The wheat crop of last year was 
260,000,000 bushels. This year it wil! 
be more than 525,000,000 busbels. The 
average export for five vears has been 
61,500,000 bushels. The largest amount 
ever exported in one year was 90,000,- 
000 bushels. Of this year’s crop not 
less than 100,000,000 bushels may be 
sent abroad. 4: 

Another important circumstance in 
connection with our abundant harvest 
is the reduced production of southern 
Russia, resulting from the disturbed 
condition of affairs in the countries ad~ 
jacent to the Black sea. Recent special 
reports from southern Russia report the 
estimated crop of the present season at 
less than one-half that of former years. 
Russia has hitherto been our only great 
rivai in the English wheat market. 
Before 1872 Russia shipped almost as 
much wheat to the markets of the 
world as the United States. Last year 
the Russian supply was only one-third 
as great as that of the United Siates, 
and for the present year it is shown by 
official communication that the propor 
tion of Russian wheat will be much 
less. It is showh by official reports 
thatthe wheat crop in California for the 
present season is small, so that the 
estimated surplus of 100,000,000 bush- 
els will be produced east of the Rocky 
mountains, and must reach the sea- 
board by rail or river.

We find the following in a late nums 
ber of the Columbus Enquirer : 

The Thomasville fair offers a premium of $300 
for the best drilled military company. This 
is to be the fuir of the state. That of the Agri- 
cultural society at Atlanta promises to be a com- 
plete fiasco. 

We reproduce the foregoing not only 
for the purpose of most heartily en- 
dorsing what is said with respect to the 
annual fair of the South Georgia Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical Association, 
but for the purpose of protesting agaiust 
the spirit displayed in the allusion to 
the proposed exhibition of the State 
Agricultural society, which is to take 
place in this city. That the fair of 
Thomasville will) be a _ gratify- 
ing success there can be no possible 
doubt. The people of that section are 
enthusiastic, energetic and thrifty, and 
enter cordially into the spirit of that 
competition without which no busi- 
ness, or industrial enterprise can be 
successiul. 

‘We should like to know, however, 
upon what the editor of thé Euguirer 
bases the statement that the fair “ of 
the Agricultural society at Atlanta 
promises to be a complete fiasco.” We 
have seen no signs that the fair cf the 
state Agricultural society will prove to 
be a failure. Oa the contrary, thesigns 
are that the exlibition will be the most 
successful of the kind, with one excep- 
tion, that has been held since the war. 
[t is true, the officers of the society are 
not indulging in any special attempts 
at buncombe, but buncombe is unne 
cessary when every farmer in the state 
is wellaware that he is personally in« 
terested in making ita success. We 
prefei to. believe that our Columbus 
contemporary is writing without know- 
ledge, rather than that he is influenced 
by spite, but in either case he does 
gross injustice to the efforts and as 
surance of those who have the details 
of the state fair under control. 
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SOMH INTERESTING FIGURES. 

We find in the Washington cor 
respondence of the New York Times— 
the wheel organ of republicanism— 
some figures that are worth a moment’s 
consideration.

Near the basement was a secure, solid wooden 
platform, held by a single wire rope of amazing 
strength and perfectness, tothe side were two 
sight chains. Westepped on the platform, Mr. 
Kiser touched one of the chains, and with toe 
ease and rapidity of the best hotel elevator, the 
platform swusug gracefully towards the upper 
story. The mechanism is simply perfect. By 
some sort of automatic action the machine stops 
itself just as it reaches either end of its journey. 
It will swing itself away to the roof, laden with 
2 500 pounds, just as ea ily as 
if there were nothingon it Itis impossible for 
it to get deranged in case of an accident, and 
go flying through the roof, as some elevators do, 
There is a hidden spring that works antomati 
cally in case of accident, and flies out and 
clamps it fast. The maker had it loaded at a 
test. with several tons weight. He then stood 
under it, and ordered his assistant to cut the 
rop® thatheld it. The as istant did so, and the 
vast joad dropped only three-eighths of an inch. 
rhe is operated by a little 
wheel iu the basement, Thc makers are Messrs, 
Mickle & Co, of Louisville. The whole cost 
of it is about $1,200. The Messrs. Kiser are the 
first to have introduc-d this elevator. It wiil 
doubtless become popular.

This room, like 
ail the others, is commodlious, being 100 by £0 
feet.. Each of the heads of departments is to be 
found at his post fi ling orders, or waiting on 
customers.

ties toattendto. Mr. Kiser attends to the sell- 
ing and the credits Mzuj Kiser is the buyer, 
and spends most of his time in market or in 
cousultation with his resident buyers Mr Ev- 
erett has charge of the stock and duty tor which 
he ia especially fitted.

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Menemius Agrippa for bis admirahbie 
article on the convention and fts duty, 
which appeared in your issue of the 
29th. Never wasa thing more opputl- 
tune, and the jessons of profound wis- 
dom which it inculcates, it would be 
well for us ifthe convention would 
ponder well. The popuiar movement 
which evoked the present constitution-~ 
al convention, in some of its aspects, 
was a very peculiar one. There were 
three descriptions of promoters oi the 
agitation, which resulted inthe call. 
First, we had the class of sentimental 
opposers, who went against the consti- 
tution of 1868, under any circumsian 
ces, and would have persisted in oppo- 
sition even if its friends had produced 
the tablets of stone upon which the 
instrument had been enrolled. No 
pwely constituted heart can slightingl y 
speak ol the ttern and jrincipled op- 
position of this type of agitators. These 
men living, will work for the complete 
obliteration of the sad humiliation of 
this alien’s work, and in their dying 
inoment, would whisper with thei ex- 
piring breath, “delenda est cati argo.” 
A second class of convention men bave 
serious objections to parts of our pres- 
ent consutution,and attach gre a im por- 
tance to the reforms which one and all 
of them have tosuggest While thus tak- 
ing exception to parts ol tue cousiitu 
tion, they fair y admit a ceria:n degree 
of merit inheres to the instrument aud 
they will be content with the partial 
amendments which they regard as es- 
sential. But there is another class last 
and least. This set desire to settle an 
impartial balance of revenges which 
may be squared by all soits of hostile 
legislation. We have duly weighed the 
language and cail it legislation. Those 
of us who take our place under the ban- 
ner of the patriotic men who love the 
honor of the state,aud who will be 
overjoyed at the vindication of that 
honor which the slowly revolving 
wheels of retribution brings, look on 
with pain at the disposition which 1s 80 
rife in the convention to super-im pose 
all sorts of petty notions and smail per- 
sona.ities on the solid aud imposing 
foundations of an organic law. Lv re- 
quires no gift of the prophet to foresee 
what fate awaits the work of this con- 
stitutional convention when it shall be 
submitted to the people. The haughty 
and insulting bearing of members ot the 
cOuvention when speaking of the exec- 
utive, legislative and judiciary depart~ 
ments of the government has hada 
most antagonizing effect on the worthy 
men who fill these places,and who fee! 
themselves implicated in the sneers and 
insults which have been so lavishly dis- 
tributed. What strange,sifting processes 
have we had heretoiore§ doing 
its work, by which all the 
decent talent and reliable principie 
among us have been kept out of our 
general assembly aud other ofticia! po- 
sitions, aud been reserved for this con- 
vocation ol political saints and sages. 
Complacent zentlemen of the conven- 
tion may smile and. bully and dogma- 
uze, but they had better now, sooner 
than later, begin to know themselves 
The dellest member who in our history 
has misrepresented a constituency, and 
brought fresh O»probrium oa the elite 
of Pampkin Viue “dezsirict,”’or caused 
‘Shake R-g” to hang its head in shame, 
could never,bave made himself more 
ridiculous than some of the present 
convention, who have undertaken to 
legislate for the state, and who can’t dis 
criminate between the eternal adamant 


which makes up the “warp and woot” 
of the journal of the house of repre 
sentatiyes. 

If these self-satisfied gentleraen who 
tell us the legislature can’t be trusted 
could only see them -elves as others see 
them they would have serious doubts 
of their own infallibility. They would 
take warning besides. First one and 
then another of this obnoxious class in 
the convention is proposing some one 
idea which tbey intend to fix for ail 
time in our organic law, which, singly 
and alone, wou!d cause the rejection of 
the new constitutiun. A plaio and sin- 
cere man who favored the call for the 
convention would say, give us an in- 
strument which intelligently and in the 
true spirit of republican freedom 
secured the natural rights of man, and 
then 1n as few and general provisions 
as possible, direct and restrict future 
legislation. Take these vital require- 
ments and compare them with the 
notions which some extreme members 
of the convention have brought with 
them, and are constantly injecting into 
the body of the new constitution. 
With pain do earnest minded men 
witness the personality and frivolity of 
much which is proposed to be done. 
As one of the people deeply concerned 
tor the well-being and fame of Georgia, 
let me warn these gentlemen now 
against the tribulation which they are 
preparing for their cherished constitu- 
tional whimseys when they shall come 
under review. We know full weil in 
what contempt some of the Solons hold 
the grand inquest. Still tueir work 
must go before it for all that. 

If tne people and their rupresenta 
tives are all wanting in capacity and 
cannot be trusted with self-government, 
then, indeed, might these guardians of 
ours perpetuate their wisdom and pow- 
er in unchangeable edicts. But would 
it not be about as well to conciliate 
what little sense is conceded to us? 
Are wecommitting our characteristic 
blundering when we maintain there is 
a distinction between a constitution 
and a digest; between limitations on 
the legislature and the legislature itself ? 
Besides, should not the spirit which 
animates a constitution be pure and 
lofty? Truth, good will to man, a pa- 
triotic, unselfish spirit may be em- 
balmed in a constitution which is to 
live for posterity and for ages; while 
pretext, hate and selfishness should be 
written in sand and pass away with our 
fleeting lives.

I hope the section 
will stand. ‘The gentleman’s argument 
shows some of the mischief of uot hay- 
ing these matters uniform. All the 
counties of the state deSire to have each 
its owncourt. Itshould be regulated by 
law. So far as refers to the practice in 
these courts, that is not by law 
but by concert. The mischief is this: 
there are county courts all over this 
state of different powers and different 
jurisdictions. No man can keep up 
with them. The legislature is appealed 
to continually to eularge, or reduce, or 
amend these county courts all over the 
state. I say there is no hardship in 
establishing this rule, that all counties 
with one kind of court shall havea 
court of uniform practice, powers aud 
jurisdictions. That will relieve the 
legislature of a great deal of local leyis- 
lation. ‘Tne proposition is simply 
this: if the county court is v isely or- 
yanized, and proper powers conterred 
upon it, it will work no mischief, 
aud no inconvenience will result 
by inaking that orgap)zation, 
system, aud jurisdiction apply to coun- 
ty courts all over the stale. The gentie- 
man recognized that it is right end 
proper that superior courts shall be 
uniform throughout the state; why not 
the same as to these inferior courts and 
countv courts. | say it is not a hardship 
in bringing these two city courts and 
making an act which will apply to and 
answer the purposesof both. Now the 
courts are wuys Ol a great deal of need- 
less and useless expenditure. Each 
county in Georgia should not have its 
separate court. They should be uni- 
form. It will not compel ali 
the counties to have a county 
court, but each county that 
takes it must take it with the same 
powers and jurisdictions as the others 
[t will be a benetit to those who prac- 
tice in them. When any one is quali- 
tied to practice in one of the courts, he 
will be qualified to practice in ali of 
them. I will refer to another mischief : 
Each legislature is occupied from the 
beginning of its session to the end with 
local bilis, to change the jurisdiction 
»nd powers of certain local courts. 
They are legislating on matters foreign 
to the court interests of the people of 
Georgia, and mere local matters 
in relation to which members 
may be capricious. One membe: 
will come one time and try to estab 
lish such @ Geurt, and nis successor will 
come and tryto repeal it. I say tliere 
is nO hardship to be worked by making 
them uniform. 

Mr. HAMMOND, of Fulton. Before 
the question is taken, | desire to make 
an amendment, I move to strike out 
“tirst” and “elected” under this consti- 
tution in the last.clause.
